ONE AT MORGAN CITY 


Life Insurance Companies Hate No!

Aug. I.—The official re* 
port on the yellow fever situation M on­ 
day la as follow s:

Of the five death* 
reported above, three ocurred In th*

On their arriv al there 
they were quarantined and one of them 
w as taken sick four days ago.

Dr. T arleton, president of the St. Mary 
parish board of health, Dr. G oldberg of 
the m arine hospital, and tw o M organ 
City physicians diagnosed the case aa 
yellow fever and it w as so announced 
Nothing has been heard from Dr. B ra­ 
dy, who has gone to Lake Providence 
I opposite V icksburg, to investigate re ­ 
ports of the suspicious cases there. 
The various relief com m ittees con­ 
tinued th eir w ork w ith great energy 
Monday. 
R eports received from th* 
seventeen w ards gave detailed figure* 
of the num ber of prem ises visited, cis 
terns screened and oiled, cess pool* 
treated and sick persons found u n a t­ 
tended by physicians.
